OR many years Lima's big need has been 


the availability of more electrical energy, 


for cooking, lighting, power and heating. Lack 
of. electricity has curtailed 
progress along 


many different lines, including manufacture 
and consequent lack of employment of great- 
er numbers of workmen. 


Announcement made by the city commis- 


sion that there is prospect of this need being 
met, abundantly, is one of the most gratifying 
that has been released here in many a day. In 
former years, if one would have suggested the 
idea of a city using electrical energy produced 
elsewhere, conveyed to the seat of consump- 
tion by transmission lines, a fine uproar would 
have been created. Home pride would not per- 
mit it. 


Now it is different. 
It is generally rec- 


ognized that the only way to reduce the cost 
of an essential to the consumer is to reduce 
'the cost of production. In the matter of elec- 
trical energy this can only be done by produc- 
ing it in the regions where nature's fuel exists, 
doing away with the loading, hauling and un- 
loading of coal or other fuel 
at individual 


plants, widely scattered. 


Centralization is the order of things now. 


Monster electrical units are being provided to 
supply many different localities with the mys- 
terious energy that is such a splendid servant 
of man and with which he could not now dis-- 
pense. Fifty years ago or even less, the sug- 
gestion that even the smallest town 
"would 


eventually be lighted by electricity, the machin- 
ery of mills and factories operated by it and 
homes heated and meals cooked by voltage 
conveyed over small strands of wire, would 
have subjected one to the suspicion of being 
insane. 


These things have already been accom- 


plished, but the cost has been such in some in- 
stances that opportunities could not be advan- 
taged. Under the plans now being worked out 
for Lima it is promised that the barrier created 
by high costs will be eliminated and that in the 
not far distant future, electrical power from 
West Virginia or some other distant point will 
turn the wheels of progress in Lima.
